Claim Two Victories Over 


Bolivians After Week- 


end of Fighting 


Asuncion, Parajniay — (£9 — The 


Paraguayan army was in the midst 
of its long heralded final drive in 
the Chaco today, after fighting two 
battles near strategic Fort Munzo in 
which 500 to 800 were reported 
slain. 


The Paraguayans 
claimed two 


victories after the fighting over the 
weekend. They said both battles 
were fought in the vicinity of the 
Bolivian staff headquarters at Fort 
Munoz, and the 500 were slain near 
Fort Spavedra. 


It was claimed unofficially that 


the Paraguayan 
"Macheteers of 


Death" had annihilated a detach- 
ment of 300 Bolivian troops and 
captured many others near Cautro- 
vientos. 


These new movements toward 


Munoz follow the capture of Fort 
Boqueron in the center of the Chaco 
recently. Boqueron andjiearby forts 
are known as-the northern sector, 
and'Munozt and,nearby defense 
works, the southern sector. 


The southern sector lies along the 


PilcomaVo Tiver that separates the 
Chaco from Argentina. The north- 
ern is" midway between the Pilco- 
mayo-and the Paraguay river sep- 
arating the Chaco from Paraguay. 


The Paraguayan army feels that 


if the Munoz area is captured the 
Bolivians would be expelled from 
territory tributary to central Para- 
guay., 


The battles of the weekend were 


fought after the Paraguayans had 
consolidated their forces in the 
wake of the Boqueron campaign, 
and the first objectives were laid 
out as Forts Saavedra, Aguarica, 
end Murgui. 


The Munoz general headquarters 


of the Bolivians embrace an airport, 
a radio station and ample well wa- 
ter. Northward the Paraguayans 
have already severed the only sup- 
ply line to Munoz from that direc- 
tion. The Bolivian road to Munoz 
along the Pilcomayo has been in- 
undated with the advent of the 
rainy season. 


(Dispatches from Lapaz have re- 


peatedly denied the Paraguayan ad- 
vances in the Munoz sector, but 
agreed heavy attacks had been 
launched.)

flights. 


And it was on a projected around- 


the-world flight in 1927 that Brock, 
accompanied by Edward F. Schlee, 
made the first America to England 
non-stop flight.

Machado was ready to leave the 
capital to inspect the hurricane torn 
areas, and governmental agencies 
sped up the task of relief and re- 
habilitation. 


Dr. Octavio Zubizarreta, minister 


of the interior, who estimated the 
dead at 2,500, traversed much of the 
100-mile wide path of the hurricane 
during the night with military au- 
thorities. 


His train carried 350 sacks of rice 


6,000 pounds of lard and 
20,000 


sacks of beans and other rations for 
temporary relief of the thousands of 
homeless in Camaguey province. 


Camaguey City, where more than 


1,000 injured refugees are concen- 
trated, mostly from Santa Cruz, to- 
day effected repairs on the aque- 
duct, assuring water supply. The 
military authorities ruled the city, 
and vaccination to avert epidemics 
was compulsory.

WitWn Sights ol 
Great Telescopes 


World • Famous Scientists 


Summarize Discover- 


ies in Astronomy 


Ann Arbor, Mich. —0E>— Three 


hundred trillion stars—more than 
enough to give a separate sun to 
every human being- who ever lived 
—lie within reach of present tele- 
scope sights. 


So the National Academy of 


Sciences was informed today by a 
symposium of world-famous scien- 
ists who summarized the latest 
discoveries of astronomy. 


Coupled with this picture of an 


amazingly, vasi universe, was .the 
announcement of a-discovery in the 
opposite direction, down in the al- 
most infinitely small, a pendu- 
um so delicate, that it swings at 
the impact of a few molecules of 
gas.A mechanical brain, that calcu- 
ates some of the Einstein rela- 
ivity that once only a dozen men 
n the world were supposed to un- 
derstand, was also described at to- 
day's opening^ session. 


The picture of the almost unbe- 
ievable 'vast size of, creation was 
started by Dr. Harlow Shapley, di- 
rector of the Harvard Astronomi- 
cal observatory.' He saidT one. 24 
inch Harvard telescope has reveal- 
ed in southern skies alone 76,000 
'galaxies" of stars. . A single galaxy 
s a host of stars 'as vast as the 
milky way tojwhieh earth belongs. 


These 76,000 have'been found in 


only a comparatively small portion 
of the sky. Dr. Shapley predicted 
hat when Harvard finishes its pres' 
ent plans to map' the jwhole sky,' 
here will be 300,000 of these "ga- 
axies." Billion in Galaxy 
In one galaxy alone there may be 


one billion stars, according to.Dr. 
Joel Stebbins, university of Wis- 
consin astronomer. That is the ac- 
tual number 
estimated for the 


milky way, the only galaxy 'close 
enough for much star counting. 


But Dr. Stebbins_ showed how 


recent observations with the world's 
greatest telescope at Mount Wilson 


ialif., indicate that this milky way, 


which a short time ago was con- 
sidered the most massive star col- 
lection in. creation, is common- 
place.

The great-100-inch telescope, aid- 


ed by a tiny photo-electric eye not 
much more than an inch,big, has 
detected an immense -veil 'of dust 
dividing the vast milky way ,into 
two halves. xThe thickness of "this 
veil is unknown, but it is sufficient 
;o redden 'the color of stars lying 
beyond it much as the sun reddens 
at evening. , 


The great -star clusters lying be- 


yond this veil,-"be said, are four 
imes closer to earth.,.than former- 
ly computed.. The big telescope 
and little photo-electric eye also 
reveal that. a mistake _ has been 
made in. computing distances to 
stars lying on the same side-of the 
dust veil as earth. Those distances 
must be cut 10 per cent. 
The sum total is .to reduce the 


proud milky way from the biggest 
;hing in creation to just another 
'galaxy", of stars... ' . 
"The 
pendulum that ticks' at the 


action of .molecules was reported 
by'Dr. Carl T. Compton,,president 
of Massachusetts "Institute of Tech- 
nology. It appears to be a discov- 
ery of fundamental importance in 
calculating the -actions of electri- 
fied gases, something that may ul- 
timately become of widespread 
practical value in engineering and 
chemistry. 


How Pendulum Works 


The pendulum is made of the 


metal molybdenum and hangs in 
a tube of highly electrified, or ion- 
ized gas. Streams of ionized gas, 
molecules 
which have become 


electrically charged by losing an 
electron, are shot against this pen- 
dulum. 


Some of the "ions" rebound from 


the pendulum, others stick fast. 
."The mechanism of this ^rebound* 


of ions is pictured," said Dr. Comp- 
ton, "as simply, the collision of the 
gas ion with an atom of the metal 
surface—like the elastic collosion 
of a projectile ball with a target 
balL The rebound Is greatest, for

lines were really Yankee soldiers.

Washington — Fourteen 
years 


after the close of the World war, 
the debt problem growing out of 
the most expensive conflict in all 
history, remains 
unsettled. The 


United States government holds the 
key to the solution. And for sev- 
eral months tL» debtors have hesi- 
tated TO approach the Washington 
government because of the compli- 
cations of American domestic, poli- 
tics. 


Now the conversations have been 


resumed in earnest. The Europeans 
know that the incoming and out- 
going executives are on a friendly 
basis and hence that it is just as 
well to begin negotiations now, for 
Mr. Hoover will consult Mr. Roose- 
velt before making any decision 


The European governments feel 


they must have a reduction of the 
debts. They do not expect nor will 
they ask 
for 
cancellation. The 


United States was held to one prin- 
ciple since the 
war—capacity to 


pay. Europe would like to have the 
debt problem 
re-examined 
with 


that principle applied in the light 
of a world wide depression. 


The answer lies either in a 


spreading of the payments over a 
greater number of years or in a 
reduction of the total sum through 
a cash offer. Thus a lump sum is 
favored in most European capitals. 
If the present debts were to Be 
paid in cash on their value of to- 
day about seven billion would cov- 
er the whole thing. The Lausanne 
agreement calls for a reduction of 
more than 90 per cent. Any such 
percentage if applied to the Amer- 
ican debt would be unacceptable 
here for it would not 
represent 


capacity to pay. 


Consider Payment of Half 


A settlement of 50 cents on the 


dollar has been discussed from time 
to time in Europe. Just what the 
American congress would say to 
this is hard to tell. But the argu- 
ment that the present generation 
would get a lump sum of three and 
a half billions whereas under a 
spread-the-payment plan the grand- 
children of the present citizens of 
America would get the benefit is 
one that is likely to appeal to con- 
gress. 


It is not known whether Europe 


would offer 50 cents on the dollar 
A lump sum would mean an inter- 
national loan and a flotation prob- 
ably over the next two years by 
European governments. The money 


. would- cut down the. public- de~bt of 


the United States which 'has been 
increased by five billions on ac- 
count of the depression. 


If the revision of war debts re- 


sults in strengthening the fiscal sit- 
uation in America and acts as a 
stimulus to business it will win 
public approval. It will be some 
time~ however before opinion will 
crystallize since the details of the 
European offers are not yet known. 
For the next few weeks the debt 
question will supersede everything 
else as a factor in the world eco- 
nomic situation.

HOOVER DISARMAMENT PLAN 


GAINS SUPPORT 


Encouraging news comes from Lon- 


don that the British government is pre- 
pared to accept in principle President 
Hoover's proposal for a one-third reduc- 
tion in armaments, with the likelihood 
that British delegates will go prepared to 
advance that plan at Geneva. 


When first proposed the plan was re- 


ceived without enthusiasm by Prime Min- 
ister Ramsey MacDonald and Sir John 
Simon, foreign minister. High admiralty 
officials and the Tory element in the gov- 
ernment hesitated to take any-stand to- 
ward further reductions in the British 
Navy. 


But there appears to be a wave of 


public sentiment coursing through Great 
Britain that something must be done to 
reduce the cost of armaments and to 
break the deadlock in which the disarma- 
ment conference now finds itself. 


Only a day or two previous to the 


announcement of Anglo-American coop- 
eration, a deputation representing British 
churches as well as 300 leading bankers, 
economists and others of England and 
Scotland appealed directly to Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald that the British govern- 
ment adopt the Hoover disarmament pro- 
posal. To their appeal was added the 
endorsement of the 
powerful London 


Times, usually considered as the govern- 
ment's mouthpiece, but now ready to- op- 
pose any further evasion or delay. 


European opinion also appears to be 


swinging to the Hoover plan as one that 
offers'a specific, practical method of ap- 
proach to a problem which has been per- 
plexing world statesmanship and diplo- 
macy ever since the war. 


The potency of its appeal for one thing 


is that the plan implies a cut of 10 billion 
dollars in 10 years in armament expense, 
or virtually the amount of the govern- 
mental debts, with the economic benefits 
resulting from such a saving. 


It is generally conceded that the suc- 


cess of the forthcoming economic con- 
ference will depend greatly upon the rate 
of progress of disarmament proposals. 
If no definite conclusions can be reached 
that will reduce world armament expen- 
ditures and allay fears of war, any eco- 
nomic conference would be futile. 


The need now is for positive action 


and the Hoover proposal offers at least a 
general formula on which such action 
may be based.

PASSING OF THE-ADENOID 


OBSESSION 


• Ten or fifteen years ago queries 
about the removal of adenoids were 
fairly frequent. Such queries are 
now quite rare. From this I gather 
that teachers, nurses and other di- 
lettantes are not so keen about the 
game of guessing the child has ade- 
noids if he looks or seems dumb. 
Formerly this was one of the favor- 
ite indoor pastimes of the little tin 
doctors. School toards everywhere 
are made "up chiefly of hard-headed 
business men and women—hard- 
headed and conceited. As a rule 
ihey are just as Ignorant about ev- 
erything pertaining to health edu- 
cation and the training of the body 
as are most laymen. Perhaps that 
is why they assign to teachers and 
nurses certain functions which are 
really medical' Clearly- tins is a 
saving of the taxpayers' money, for 
a teacher or nurse can be hired for 
a lower wage than you would have 
;o pay a doctor, and chances are the 
child's parents won't notice anything 
fishy about the quackery. 
If-this 


is going out of fashion it is because 
the practice is too/ ridiculous to 
withstand criticism nowadays. 


The adenoid-body, otherwise call- 
d the pharyngeal tonsil, is a nor- 
mal structure of the same character 
as ;the 'tonsils, situated on the vault 
of'the throat cavity up behind the 
soft palate. So far as we know it 
serves the same purpose as the ton? 
sils do, that is, the defense of the 
body against germ invasions. 


Nowadays we do t not condemn! a 
child's tonsils merely because they 
are •'enlarged. 
We know that in 
lealth a child's tonsils are naturally 
"arge, and that with the usual in- 
fections that occur in childhood the 
size of the tonsils varies consider- 
ably from season to season. 


For instance, a health officer ex- 
amined all the pupils in a small 
school and noted enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids in a large number «f 
hem. So many seemed to have en- 
argements that the doctor decided 
o postpone bis recommendation of 
onsils and adenoids operation for a 
while and watch the children. The 
youngsters seemed ausky' enough. 
At the end of'the school year he 
again examined all the pupils. "With 
one or two exceptions they all had 
small, tonsils now. The doctor con- 
cluded that season or weather- has 
omething to do with it~ 
Certainly sunshine has. The more 
sunlight on naked skin'the more 
Vitamin A the body receives,' and 
his, fortifies against infections and 
prevents overgrowth or hypertro- 
>hy of tonsils and adenoid tissues. 
Jltraviolet light * from 
artificial 


source-has a similar influence, tho 
direct sunlight is far richer in the 
dtraviolet rays even in midwm- 
:er.

" If the tonsils or the adenoid body 
je badly damaged by infection, and 
possibly a base or depot from which 
jerms can make raids on other or- 
gans of the body, then the defensive 
•ole or purpose of the tonsils and 
adenoids is no longer a considera- 
ion; they have become a menace 
o health and had better be rexnov- 
d, or at any rate disinfected. 
It is a mistake to assume a child 
•equires adenoid removal just'be- 
ause the child has a dull expres- 
sion- or breathes thru the mouth or 
eminds teacher or nurse of a pic- 
ture of the "adenoid face" she once 
saw in-some quack doctor book. 
This tint doctor diagnosis has 
brought too many cnildren to an 
unwarranted operation. What, the 
bell? I verily believe the censor in- 
vented this system, for the bell al- 
ways rings just as I am about to 
say something.

Treat walls the same 
way: sandpaper, clean, fill big holes 
or cracks with plastic wood, stain 
slightly to make unevenly colored 
boards uniform (or to darken or to 
change the hue) and then wax.~3H! 
you want to save labor and you 
like a very shiny surface and waat 
to emphasize the grain of the wood, 
use varnish. If you want a gloss 
finish, use shellac under wax and 
polish. If you want a natural pine 
effect, merely wax, and polish only 
until smooth. If the painted strips 
made a continuous design, which 
could be used as a wall paper, • it 
should be suitable. Decorated panels 
sound Victorian rather than Geor- 
gian, but I cannot advise without 
seeing- them and your house.
